The ‘Afghan politics received from the Amir of Kabul. The 


reply has been communicated to the editor by a correspon- 
dent, It is as follows ;— 


Afghanistan should “i ated si as a peewee baie to 
the Sultan. The Amir would make it over to the Sultan at 
any moment he is ordered to do so... But. it is beyond his 
power to commence hostilities against the Russians: as the 
Suitan wishes him todo. The Porte itself is at present: in 
want of money, and, therefore, if he were to go to war 
against, Russia in accordance with the wishes of the Sultan, 
he would haye to look to the English for pecuniary aid, which 
he does not like, The English lave been guilty of breach of 
faith, They, have occupied Khelat without his permission and 
intend te invade his dominions, If the. Turkish power will 
prevail upon them to withdraw their troops from Tchelat ¢ and. 
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render him pecuniary aid as usual, he will be ready to carry 
out its orders. 


In commenting upon the above reply of the Amir, the 
editor remarks that the fate of the oppressed Turks might 
have provoked his indignation against the Russians for a 
time, but his greedjness might have soon gooled down his 
enthusiasm. He has not yet had to deal with any other great 
power save the Government of India, else he would be con- 
vinced by this time that no power would have done so much 
to please him as the Government of India. He is at present 
favorably disposed towards the Russians, simply because he 
has had: no dealings. with them yet.. Russia will be long in 
recovering from the effects of her present struggle with the 
Porte 80 as to be able to court hostilities with any other 
potentate ; thereforé we trust that she will not commence 
her intrigues with the Amir for some time tocome. It is 
this state of things which promises us a temp orary respite 
from those hard struggles which menace us on the frontier. 
However, we must always he on the alert against the intri- 
gues of Russia and_ the enthusiasm of the Afghans.. Some 
men in a state of excitement find fault with the liberal policy 
which the late Lord Mayo adopted in making friends with 
the Amir, but a little reflection will show that His Lordship 
acted in conformity to the general policy of the Government. 
To engage in any serious scheme against the Amir is out of 
the question, while we find ourselves unready even to repress 
the tarbulance of the frontier tribes, and while our indigna- 
tion gives way to mildness and forbearance. We must con- 
fess. that we have been:rather. hasty i in provoking ‘the anger 
of the Afghans against us, and that we have made oursélves 
liable for a campaign’ against the Amir while we were not yet 
prepared for it. The Turkish Envoy. has also failed to effect. 
a reconciliation between-us and: the Afghans, We ‘impati-

employment. of our troops in any part of India, the disadvan- 
tages of the numerical weakness of our army will be immedi- 
If we had at present. a suitable number of 
troops on the frontier, we could undertake an expedition 
against the turbulent tribes at a comparatively small cost. 
We must always bear in mind that we may have to send a 


great military expedition against the frontier tribes, and it is 
optional with us whether we do this to-day or ten years hence. 


Even.if we deem it expedient to put off thistask for the present, 
we must not forget to remedy the defect of the numerical 
weakness of our army. True, we have some means of increas- 


‘ing our army in the event of an emergency, but at the.same 


time it should be observed that those. means are very inade- 


quate and costly. The only plan which we can adopt under 


the present circumstances to remedy the defect without im- 
posing an additional burden upon the Exchequer is to form 


Native volunteer corps.

two days he is to be paid for both days. Moreover, this rule 
is equally applicable to those assessot's who live within five 
miles of the cotirt as well as those who live beyond five miles. 
If an assessor is botind to attend the court for one day with- 
out receiving any remurieration, then why i is he paid for both 
the days if he has to attend the court for two days | ? To save 
the assessor's from j incotivenience atid loss which attendance 
at the court entails upon them, the Judicial Commissioner 
(of Oudh) should try to abolish thie institution of assessors. 
If it is not possible to abolish the institution, af all events, the 
existing system should be somiewbat modified. Assessors should 
be nominated only from among the well+ta-do: classes of the 
community, such as pleaders, zamindars, &e. The number of 
assessors should he raised - to. two or. three hundred, so that 
the same Man may nO’ be summoned more: Aen once Or twice

A complaint against a ber,: writing from Ajmir, says that a 
court of justice in Ajmir. nan instituted asuit as a pauper ina 
‘court of justice for damages against two persens. The pre- 
siding officer; who i is nothing but a lump of flesh in the figure 
of a man, 2.¢., who i Is a corpulent man, asked the plaintiff to 
produce evidence to prove that he was really a pauper. Two 
men bore witness that he was a pauper, and one of the defen- 
dants also, who was present in court at the time, c confessed 
that the plaintiff ; was a pauper and that his claim against the 
defendants was also just. But in spite of all this the court 
refused to entertain the suit. The law provides for the enter- 
tainment of pauper suits by courts. It is to be regretted 
that through the negligence of some Native officers suitors are 
sometimes prevented from obtaining justice. No blame 
whatever altaches to the law or to Government in this matter.

Accordingly, the cantonment 
magistrate sentenced him to the punishment which has been 
mentioned at the beginning of this article. There can be no two 
opinions about the conduct of the cantonmentmagistrate. Evéry:
